and the genial influence of her presence. Not 
only did she win admiration by her wonderful 
skill as a singer; she converted admirers into 
friends, and all who heard her respected and 
honored the woman as well as the 
artist. If is twelve years. since Mile. 
Nilsson first crossed the Atlantic, 
and yet the old charm is still potent, the legion 
of friends are still true, the welcome formerly 
accorded to a distinguished stranger is now an 
ovation to a ning Sovereign. None but 
Nilsson can dispute with Patti the possession of 
the title, Queen of Song. The latter sways by 
unsurpassed skill in the control ot the voice;

THE TARIFF COMMISSION'S 

Nothing has disclosed more strikingly the 
effect upon the country of the recent elec- 
tions than has the report of the Tariff Com- 
mission. The whole scope of that report has 
been changed by the result of the election. 
What was organized as a grand faree, and 
wag Intended as such to occupy the public 
mind and be a delay and postponement to 
bridge over any change or reform of the 
tariff until after the election, has been con- 
verted into a serious and imperative neces- 
sity by the National demand for an imme 
diate reduction of taxation. The report of 
the Tariff Commission is an acknowledgment 
of the notice given at the polls in November 
last that the country would tolerate no 
longer any evasion or postponement of a 
reduction of taxes. The report isa tardy, 
perhaps unwilling, concession to publie opin- 
ion, and to the extent of its proposed re- 
forms the commission is entitled to public 
thanks; but the cammission falls short in 
many particulars ot what the countrys has 
the right to demaa of Congress in making 
a revision and reduction of the tariff. 

The commission has reported a most excel- 
lent revision of the processes by which the 
collechon of duties is made, recommending 
the repeal of numerous fees, entries, and 
complicated proceedings, harassing and an- 
noying in themselves, costly and expensive 
to importers and the public, and adding to 
the cost of goods. One recommendation is, 
that the addition of inlana trans tion 
charges to the first cost as a basis of duty be 
abolished. Another is that a customs court 


de established, thus doing away with the de- 
lays now extending over several years, All 
these simplifications in the execution of the 
tariff are highly commendable, as is also the 
recommendation of the abolition of all dou- 
bie, triplicate, and compound duties. 
commission declares that the general 
resnit of the evidence betore them pointed 
generally to the fact that the wages paid to 
labor in this country was 50 per cent higher 
than the wages paid to like labor in Europe, 
but these statements were nearly all indefi- 
nit.

The tariff on iron and steel is changed 
slightly. Common steel and iron are classed 
at thé same rates, A tax of 50 cents pef ton 
on iron-ore is suggested. The proposed tax 
on pig-iron scrap is 30 cents per 100 
pounds, i of tho present rate of $7 per 
long ton. 

The tax on steel rails, which is now one 
and one-quarter cents per pound, it is pro- 
posed to reduce t#height-tenths of a cent per 
pound. The present duty is $1.25 per 100 
‘pounds, and the prebent price of such rails in 
England 18 1. 16 per 100 pounds, It is pro- 
posed to make the reduced duty 80 cents per 
100 pounds. The proposition therefore is 
that the duty hereafter shall be at the rate of 
69 per cent. Is not that a pretty steep rate 
of protection? The manufacturer will still 
de protected by a duty af 80 cents, a charge 
for transportation of 40 cents, and the price 
of foreign’ iron of $1,16, making a total of 
$2.36 per 100 pounds, or making the price of 
competing rails about $48 per short ton. 
The fact that rails have been protected by 
over 100 per cent heretofore is no excuse for 
simply reducing the tax to 69 or 70 per cent 
now. Because, the tax has been enormous 
heretofore is no justification for having the 
future duty excessive and burdensome. The 
new tax, though reduced from the old one, 
will still be prohibitory, and is therefore un- 
just and indefensible. 

‘Ihe commission has practically made a 
tariff to suit the ifon and steel interests of 
Pennsylvania. The rates are nominally re- 
duced, but tne reductions are ten to fifteen 
years behind the progress which has been 
made in the manufacture of iron and steel. 
The people of this country are to be further 
denied atl the advantages made by the dis- 
coveries and Inventions ofthe age. Around 
the steel and iron factories of this country 
the wall of prohibition is to be continued, 
not perheps so high, but still as effective as 
before.

HOPE FOR CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

There was an outburst of patriotism all 
along the line at the opening of Congress. 
There was a conspicuous manifestation of 
the purpose both in the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the Government, among | 
the Democrats and among the Republic- 
ans, to pay more deference to public 
sentiment than successful -politicians are 
in the habit of entertaining after they 
get into office. The voice of the peo- 


ple was evidefitly heard in the late eléc- 


tions. The President in his message made 
several notable allusions to the Indica- 
tions of the popular will. The Tariff Com- 
mission based its report upon the popular 
demand for a reduction of the duty tax rather 
than upon the expert testimony it heard. 
The Senate displayed a rather remarkable 
energy in going . at the business of 
the session, and the Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders in the House vied with each 
other in their apparentanxiety to reform the 
more striking abuses of the civil service. 

For the first time during the long agita- 
tation in favor Of ciyil-service reform Con- 
gress seems to be in a humor to devise some 
practical scheme of lu for thé regulation of 
the businegs of the Goyernment upon busi- 
ness principles. The position taken by the 
President in terms which command conii- 
dence in his sincerity will give the reform a 
decided impulse. He admits frankly that his 
own views have been materially influenced 
by the experience he has had as President. 
He has discovered that the time of the Ex- 
ecutive as well as that of members of Con- 
gress is engrossed in the disposition of 
patronage to the detriment of other and 
more important duties, and he has not 
failed to be impressed with the growing pub- 
lic interest in the reform of the civil-service 
system. After premising all this he urges the

The present feeling in the House was well 
illustrated by the extraordinary zeal shown

There seem to be three points upon which 
‘all who are honestly in favor of civil-service 
reform are practically agreed as essential to 
the success of the movement, ‘These are: 

1. The establishment of a fixed tenure of 
affice for Government employés. This feat- 
ure was commended by Garfield.as the first 
step to be taken in order to protect the civil 
service from arbitrary removals for partisan 
reasons or to make room for personal favor- 
its, The English system is based upon life 
service during good behavior, but such a rule 
is regarded by many of those who have given 
the subject serious thought to be too sudden 
and * de a departure from the prevailing 
methods of this Government and open to 
abuse. A fixed tenure of office for all sub- 
ordinates under the sole condition of good 
behavior will be pretty sure to lead to stabil- 
ity, permanence, and promotion for merit, 
inasmuch as it will largely cut off the inter- 
ference of office brokerage, which is mainly 
responsibie for the partisan and personal in- 
fluences which govern .appointments and re- 
movals under the present system. 

2. The protection of employés against en- 
foreed-contribution to part campaign ex- 
penses. This can be most surely accom- 
plished by means of a separate measure 
Which shall make the present law of Con- 
gress extend to members of Congress as well 
as Officers and employés of the Government. 
The President’s observation during the re- 
cent gampaigh of the operations of the Hub- 
bell Committee hag taught him that every 
means of solicitation for party contributions : 
frem Government employés: partakes of the 
nature of a threat, and he is evidently of the 
opinion that the only safe way is to abolish

THE TARIFF. COMMISSION DID 
NOT REPORT. 

The commission had among its members 
special representatives of the woolen manu- 
factures, numerous enough to exclude the 
abolition of any repeal or abolition of the 
compound duties which now make that 
branch of the tariff so offensive and oppress- 
ive. After a grand display of the good 
work of the commission in simplifying the 
tariff generally, the commission stultiſies 
itself in excepting all the incongruous and 
complicated details of the wool tariff. 

The intelligent regder who is interested in 
the tariff only as a scheme of taxation will 
search the report of the Tarif Commission 
in vain for evidence of any effort. to revise 
the tariff in the interest of encouraging 
manufactures for export. The same barren 
policy of manufactures to besold exclusively 
at home is to be perpetuated. The prohbibi- 
tion against exporting American manufact« 
ures is to be continued. Though we have 
all the raw material, with cheap food and 
cheap fuel and abundant transportation, no 
American manufacturer is to be allowed to 
sell any goods outside the limits of the 
country. England alone manufactures and 
sells cotton goods to the amountof amillion 
and a quarter of dollars a day, but by our 
own law ‘we are prohibited from competing 
for any part of that trade. We prohibit our 
own people from having any commercial in- 
tereourse with the rest of mankind. 

Instead of having our manufacturers aid- 
ing, and assisting, and contributing towards 
maintaining the credit and wealth of the coun- 
try by the sales of its production, the whole 
burden is t upon agriculture. In case of 
a financial trouble the manufacturers must 
fall flat and helpless, and close their mills. 
In such a calamity unless there be a famiue 
in Europe the farms of the United States 
alone and unaided must carry the coun- 
try, the other branch of our industry 
being crushed under the penalties and 
ruin resulting from our improvident and 
unforfunate tariff. Without trade, with- 
out anything to sell, our tariff then must 
prove our worst enemy; it must leave us 
with one-half of our laborers without labor 
and producing nothing.to be sold but bank- 


away ata sacrifice. On this branch of the 
subject the commission is silent. It clings to 
the old protection theory. Its report is mere- 
ly a perpetuation of old abuses, a mere patch- 
work, attempting to avoid a great National 
demand for reform.

They fought to 
the point of exhaustion, the feudal aristocra- 
cy disappeared, and through the state of an- 
archy that supervened the crown was rein- 
vested with almost absolute power. It is 
scarcely necessary to remark that during this 
lohg contestof the nobles with the King and 
with one anothes the common people were 
not thought of by either faction, except to be 
get to fight like dogs for the gratification of 
their masters. 

The literature of the railway war now in 
progress shows an equal degree of thonght- 
lesness in regard to the interests and rights 
of the public, A recent statement of Mr. 
II. H. Porter, President of the St. Paul & 
Omaha Company, entirely bears out Mr. H. 
V. Poor's able exposition of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
famous remark, The public be damned!” 
namely: that it means that Mr. Vander- 
bilt and Mr. Gould are in the railway pbusi- 
ness to make money,“ and that neither of 
them cares a copper about the public, except 
$0 far as a well-ordering of public affairs in- 
ereases the ability of the sea to patronize 
their works.“ 

Mr. Porter throws a W light upon this 
theory, that cho public exists for the benefit 
of the railways, and not the raflways for the 
benefit of the public, by his cool assumption 
that in obtaining a right of way the mod- 
ern railway company secures a proprietary 
interest in the territory through which it 
passes, He denounces. as reekless the 
policy of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Company 
ein buildiag railroads everywhere and in 
competition with everybody.“ Mr. Porter 
declares that the war of rates will not stop 
until the Milwankee & St. Paul Company 
agrees “not to invade the territory of other 
lines.“ 

The natve way in which Mr. Porter as- 
sumes that his company owns the territory | 
through which its line passes is refreshing. 
He says: We have labored hard to build 
up our territory in order to make some 
money on our investments. But no sooner 
had we succeeded in building up a ‘place’ 
or a certain territory than the. Milwaukee & 
St. Paul came there with a competing line.“ 
It will be observed that Mr. Porter quite 
logically claims to dwn the towns which are 
boflt up on the territory af his line. In an- 
other part af his statement he refers toa 
competing line of the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
as “running all the way from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to Mankato, which will be 
extremely disastrous: to our, (bis) line from 
Merriam Junction’ to Mankato, where he

SECRETABY TELLER, of the Interior De-

Dr. White, of Purdue University, Indiana, 
at their head, offer to it a stubborn resist- 
ance. Perhaps they will finally consent to

NOT IN ACCORD WITH HIS SECRETARY OF

He recommends the abolition of the éntire 
internal-revenue tax, with the single excep- 
tion of the tax on spirits, while the Secretary 


of the Treasury emphatically recommends 
tho retention of the tax on spirits, on tobac- 


co, and on fermented liquors. There is, how- 
ever, one thing on which the President and 
his Secretary agree in the matter of 
tariff, and that is in the estimated revenue to 
be drawn from customs duties during the 
present fiscal year. They estimate that the 
customs duties will yield a revenue of 8288, 
000,000, and this calculation, in my opinion, 
will prove to be a very erroneous one. The 
President recommends a substantial reduc- 
tion of duties, and yet he estimates the re- 
ceipts, after such reduetions shall have been 
made, at the very highest figure of $235,000,-

HORTICULTURAL, 


Papers, Read and Subjects Discussed 
Beforé“the Michigan Seciety Wester- 
day. 

Spectal Disvatgh to The Chicago Tribune. 

Fl. HNr. Mich., Dec. 5.—The second session of 
the Michigan State Horticultural Society was 
opened this morning by the scholars of the 
high-school in their usual manner, except that 
they marched into the hall above, where the 
meetings are being held. The scheme was very 
pleasing to the delegates. The Rev. A. W. Sea- 
brease offered a short and appropriate prayer. 
The frst paper read was one by Mr. W. Z. 
Hutchinson, of Rogersville, a very successful 
bee-grower, on the subject of bee-culture as 
allied to horticulture. He proved, that bees 
and smaller insects were necessary to 
the growth of the biossom into the 
fruit by assisting the pollen to reach the stigma. 
In commenting on the paper, Prof. Bell, 
Lansing, said that the flowers secreted 
honey ouly to attract the bees. ~ 

The Hon. A. L. Aldrich followed with a very 
exbaustive paper ou the borticuitural statistics 
of Gen County, which is a surprising show- 
ing. He has estimated the value of the crop of 
apples, peaches, pviums, cherries, small fruits, 
grapes, and sugar-cane to have been wort in 
this county this year not less than $118,000. The 
apple crop alone amounted to $100,000 in its 
various departments of shipping apples, cider, 
evaporated appies, jelly, and vinegar. 
Mr. C. T. Rosencrunz, of Flint, read a paper 
recommending as the best market apples for 
Eastern Michigan the “Canada Red,” Bald- 
win,” “Northern Spy.“ Rhode Island,” 
“ Greening,’ and the Golden Russet,” and 
his opinion seemed to be accepted as correct by 
other geutlemen.

TOO MANY PROVISOS. 


The Legislature of Georgia Befuses 
Senator Brown’s em“ of 850,000 to 
the State University Because of Too 
Many Provisos. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Dec 4.—Ata meeting of the 
Trustees of the State University of Georgia held 
some months ago Senafor Brown, who is a mem- 
ber of the board, read a paper in which he pro- 
posed to donate to the University $50,000 to be 
known as the Charles McDonald Brown Fund,” 
in memory of his deceased son. The document 
was of a most peculiar character, as it embraced 
an endless number of provisos and conditions 
upon which be was to make the donation. One 
of them required legislative consideration, as 
itéame in conflict with a clause vf the State 
Constitution. Today the paper was read 
in tho Lower House of the General Assembly, 
and upon motion was taken up for considera- 
tion. This remarkable document was discussed at 
length, and was tound to contain many ob- 
jectionable features. Along with Senator 

Brown's paper Was a bill to autborize the Gov- 

ernor, upon Sehator Brown waking a deposit of 

850,000 in the State Treasury, to issue bonds to 

that amount. to run fifty years, the interest 

upon the same to be used for educational pur- 
es, and Senator Brown’s four sons were to 
dictators of the disposition of the fund, also 
were to have one ee each during their 
lifetime, being four beneficiaries contindvaily. 

These were to be allowed to draw $2.00 yeariy

THE ILLINOIS FISH COMMISSIONERS, 

Quincy, LIL, Dec. 5.—The following items are 
taken from the report of the Fish Commission- 
ers, which Mr. B. T. Bartlett, the Secretary, will 
today lay before the Governor: The Commis- 
sioners have taken from low sloughs and holes, 
levee pits, etc., along the Mississippi River about 
50,000,000 small fish.

Perhaps in the pty Ae 
cases the spirit and letter of the law are both 
fully complied with. This is especially true in 
cases of farmers. 

TIMBER-CULTURE FRAUDS. 

But the biggest frauds are made in the case of 
tree claims. Only one-quarter in each section 
can be entered under this law, and tirst-cless 
tree claims are therefore comparatively scarce. 
It has already been said pon-residents can 
take up tree claims; and this, together with the 
fact that bona fide settiers always desire tree 
claims adjoining their homestead or preémption 
entries, makes a lively demand for timber 
claims.

“returns.” The present law gives no remedy, 
and the good work goes bravely on, 8 to 
the detriment of honest settiers and publio 
at large.

It decided that the act 
of Mr. Cockerill was justifiabie:s Complaint is 
made in some malignant quarters that this grand 
jury conducted its investigations with too much 
liberality—-in other words, permitted witnesses 
to appear before them who, in the very common 
language of people not versed in law. were not 
State witnesses. The fact that, sqfartas a grand 
jury is converned, there are no witnesses 
for either the prosecution or defense— 
all persons having a knowledge being com pegent 
to testify if the jury 80 
toallay the apprehension in some directions 
that the interests of society have been negiect- 
ed in not forcing a case to trial which could — 
have one result—the acquittal of the accused, 
it is the business of grand juries to. find indict- 
ments only when there is probable cause 
when a conviction can be possibly wrought. It 
is not a part of the jury’s duty to provide for 
costly trials in order to gratify personal 
or attord public entertainment.

CHURCH MUSIC. 


Judicial Opinion as to the Legality of 
the Action of the Last General As- 
sembiy of the United Presbyterian 
Church.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 5.—At the genera! as 
sembly of the United Presbyterian Church at 
Monmouth. III., last spring, an overture was 
adopted wy a majority of the voting presby- 
teries repealing the article forbidding the use of 
instrumental music as a part of divine worsbip. 
The opponents of the measure held this action 
was contrary to the church laws, maintaining 
that the non-voting presbyteries should be 
counted in the negative,.which would have de- 
feated the overture. Ex-Chief Justice Agnew, 
in an article in the United Presbyterian of this 
week, takes up the quesdon at this point. He 
Says: 

The overture for the repeal of the articie for- 
bidding instrumental music in the United Pres- 
byterian Chureh received 620% yeas and 612% 
nays in the presbyteries. Nine members were 
reported as not voting. The whole number thus 
1.242. The General Assembly of 
18. acting upon the reports of the presbyteries, 
declared the \% yeas to bea clear majority of 
the votes of the whole church under Sec. 5 of the 
fourth articie of the church government. The 
question, upon this statement of facts, is, wheth- 
er the uverture of repeal was constitutionally 
adopted in the General Assembly. This depends 
upon two cous.ucraGgons: the interpretation of 
the law of overture, and the authority of the 
Coase Assembiy. As regards the former, I 
hold a.silent member expresses no will. He 
mnigbt say yea, or it might be. nay. It all pres- 
ent and silent were counted nay, those neces- 
sarily absent by sickness or otherwise might 
counterbalance with yeas. It is evident, there- 
fore, the assembly bas no rightto unsettle the

The returns were 
before it, and it was in duty bound to act upon 
them. Being the bighest courtin the church, 
there is no appeal from ite judgment, and the 
doctrine of divine authority and church subor- 
dination binds all inferior courts and con- 
gregations under them. This results also from 
the nature of the question, which is eccle- 
siastical and not temporal. It was upon 
a rule for conducting divine worship, 
a subject clearly within its authority. Hav 
constitutional authority, its judgment is final, 
and, the question being purely ecclesiastical, no 
temporal court can revise or reverse it. This is 
the settled doctrine of the courts of law.

AN UNFORTUNATE CASE. 
A YOUNG “MAN BECOMES INSANE ON AC- 
COUNT OF POLITICS. 

Charles L. Beckwith, aman of about 34 years 
of age and having a family, was found insane ia 
the County Court after court hours yesterday 
afternoon, and was ordered sent to Elgin fur 
treatment. He is the son of Carles H. Beck- 
with, who now resides at Blue Island, but was 
formerly a resident of this city, of some promi- 
nence. 

Dr. J. W. Harmon was the first witness called, 
and testified to the unfortunate’s unsoundoess 
of mind. He had known him for ten years, but 


had never seen anything about dim until two 
months ago to indicate any mental trouble. 


Secretary-of-War Robert Lincoln bad given | 


bim an appointurent at Washington, and he bad 
been there off and on for several montts.. The 
earliest symptom of his trouble which impressed 
him was, de thought he was President and was 
concocting v ry plans to fonud a new politi- 
cal party, which was to revolutionize the world, 
and in answer to questions as to the. cause of 
bis strange hallucinations the witness said that 
while in Washington be (Beckwith) bad attended 
the Women’s League meetings and become 
greatiy enthused over the labor question and 
had never gotten over the excitement. 

His father was the next witness, and told his 
story in tears.

His troubie had 
beeu that be had i labored in the 
interest of forming a new party, and 
was exhausted. Continuing. his remarks 
he said his party was destined to be one of truth 
and honesty.

APPLICATIONS FOR RELIEF AT THE COUNTY 

AGENT'S OFFICE—EFFECT OF THE COLD 

WEATHER, 

At this season of the year there is always a 
great increase in the number of applications for 
relief at the office of the County Agent. Hard 
weather is severe on all classes of the poor, and 
doubly severe on loafers, tramps, chronic beg- 
gars, and deud beats—who can alWays manage 
to get comfortably through tha summer, but 
find sleeping outdoors, loating around coroers, 
arranging petty larcenies, begging, sponging, 
tram ping, and so on, by no means a pleasant o- 
oupation in the winter—consequently the relief 
office is beset from morning till night witha 
crowd which would fairly illustrate King Lear's 
idea of **iooped and ragged wretchedness.”” At 
present an average of from eighty to 100 appli- 
cants receive assistance each day. in addition to 
which there are a numberof families—* regular 
customers — Whose names are always on the 
books, and who receive aid all the year round. 

A TRIBUNE reporter visited the office yester- 
day and had an opportunity of seeing how the 
relief“ was distributed and the class of people 
who apply for t.

COMM ERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were steady yes- 
terday—unusually so.. There was a fair demand 
for grain and provisions and less throwing of 
the staff, with more confidence in the reduced 
values as a basis for future operations. There 
was good buying in most departments. It was 
raining extensively in the Southwest, which 
caused some to look for smaller receipts of 
Frain. 

Provisions were active and stronger, though 
the receipts of hogs here were large, and Liv- 
erpool was called 6d lower on meats. Pork ad- 
vanced We per bri, lard We per 100 lbs, and 
meats 7%@l0c, all closing at the outside prices 
of the day. though tne market was compara- 
tively weak after 12 o'clock, as a local packing 
firm was supposed to ‘be trying to depress 
prices. A good many buying orders from 
outside were on the floor, sume of which bad 
undoubtedly been sent because of the impres- 
sion that a leading house here is under the deal. 
This was contradicted yesterday. It was stated 
that the firm has bought a great deal within the 
pust two or three days, but it was to over shorts 
put out at much higher prices, and the firm is 
said to be short yet. ‘There was only a moderate 
demand for shipment, and some packers said 
the foreign inquiry was much less than two or 
three days ago. On the afternoon call pork was 
50 higber and lard easier: The latter sold later 
at $10.92 for May and $11.00 for June. 

Fiour was in moderate demand. by shippers to 
the East, and there was a fair inquiry for ex- 
port. Private advice’ noted an improving tone 
in England, but tne: prices bid by- cable were 
barely sufficient to cover the increased cost of 
transportation. Other milistuffe were quiet. 

‘Wheat was quiet and firm on futures, while 
cash lots were relatively weak. The British 
markets were called 6d ber quarter lower, but 
our receipts were light, and a storm was under- 
stood to be in order in the West, which will 
probably retard the movement from first hanas. 
This and the strength in corn and provisions 
caused a little better tone in wheat fut- 
ures, though there was not much demand. Our 
market advanced . and closed steady at the 
improvement. No. 2 spot was only wanted to 
deliver on. contracts, and red was unsalable at 
anything Over the price of spring. No. 3 winter 
sold up tte however. The trading ig futures 
was mostly for January, with a little for May. 

Corn wus active and firmer, after an early 
phase of weakness, advancing Me from the 
tatest prices of Monday. Liverpool was called 
dull and depressed, private cables stating that 
the markets were declining on,forced sales, and 
our ieceipts were again large, while the stock in 
store here showed a material increase for 
last week. But there was a good speculative 
demand to fill shorts, and the lower grades were 
wanted by shippers at full previous prices. It 
was supposed by many that our receipts will let 
up a little now that the W grades are so far 
below the price of No. 2 for May that there is a 
great inducement now to crib corn instead of 
shipping it here this winter. Probably this was 
the chief reason for the greater strength, 
though there were some intimations that tho 
change in the rules had something to do with it. 
The early weakness was chiefiy on seller whe 
year, which declined 4c, but advanced Ic from 
the bottom and ciosed strong. 

Oats were active early under a speculative 
demand for spot and selier the month, prices ad-

the stranded schooner Midiand Kove® makes 


the followiag statement: We left Port Dal- 
housic yesterday morning about 10:0. There 
was a heavy sea running at the time, 
but the wind was favorable, and we 
made a wood ran. About 4:30 woe 
steered for the channel at the entrance of the 
harbor. The huge waves struck us broadside, 
and, although the Rover is one of the best boats 
on the lakes to handle in a storm, she drifted 
towards the lend. Aili efforts of the heimsman 
to keep the craft in the right direc- 
tion were unavailing, and at iast she 
struck. The tug was unable to haul ber off and 
the cable was parted.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 3.—The tobacco and 
whisky men of Louisville are manifesting a 
great deal of anxiety over the probable course 
of Congress in regard to the Tax - Reduction bill. 
Inquiry among leading merchants iu both com- 
modities develops a streng opposition to any 
protracted meddiing with the matter. It was 
telegraphed from Washington yesterday thata 
large number of members of both Houses fa- 
vored a reduction of the tobacco tax to eight 
cents, Such an action as this would not be 
favorably receive d here by either the producer 
or the mapufacturer. The former, if any action 
whatever is taken, wish the tax removedal- 
together, wile the latter naturally wish the tax 
to be kept as high as possible. Both agree, 
however. that it had better be left alone. It is 
well to say that the Democratic mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Louisville do not 
foliow Mr. Henry Watterson in his tariff for 
revenue only” advocacy. Their doctriae is a tar- 
iff revision which wili enable an American man- 
ufacturer to compete successfully with foreign 
manufacturers, so as to allow the former a rea- 
sonable profit and enable him to pay tis em- 
ployés living wages. This end accomplisned, if 
the total revenue of the Government is still too 
large for curreut needs, then let che internal 
revenue be reduced by abolishing the taxes on 
ga and deposits. matches, tobacco, and 
whisky. 

One. of the largest tobacco manufacturers in 
the city said to the Times correspondent today: 
“The diily-dallying of Congress over this tax 
question last winter nearly ruined our business, 
and if it is to be repeated now it will cause us 
great embarrassment. Waile such uneertainty 
as to the final decision lasts we are absolutely 
afraid to do other than a hand-to-mouth busi- 
ness, If.we receive an order fora lot of goods 
we are compelled to make a written * as 
to the price vefore they are delivered. de- 
cision of Congress might so affect the * — thut 
we would lose ‘heavily. There is not a manu- 


facturer in this city that dares lay in any con- 


siderable stoek until the matter is settied. 

One of the most prominent warehorpemen, 
who voices the sentiments.of the producers, 
said: “If Congress is going to interfere with 
the tax at all, they should wipe it out altogether. 
We wouid mucb preter to have them let it alone, 
but if they must meddie with it, tet them abolish

DEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE. 


An Important Meeting of Leading Men 
to Consider the Presidential Campaign 
of 1884—A Boom for McDonald. 

Dispatch to Loutsville Courier-/ournal (Dem.), 

CuHIcAGo, Dec. 4.—Within the past twenty- 
four hours a political ference of great im- 
portance has been held Its members com- 
prised primarily the leaders ot the Democratic 
party in Illinois, Michigan, Iowa, and Wiscen- 
sin; with a large delegation of the foremost 
members of the party of several other Western 
and Middie States. Its members represented 
not only the active political leaders of the par- 
ty, but the editors ot the principal Democratic 
papers. The conference was of long duration, 
and the discussion Was earnest, candid, and 

while the ening DGkitica] situation of 
the country received tt Pand careful con- 
sideration. 

The chief importance of this ference lies 
in the fact that its purpose was settie upon, 
as fur as practicable at the present time, a Dem- 
ocratic Presidential candidate. It was the 
unanimous verdict that such candidate must 
come from the West. In looking over the field 
and the men by States, the discussion rewarding: 
Ohio resulted in the conclusion that in the Octo- 
ber vote Pendleton and Payne put that State 
outside the pale of Presidential possibilities. 
This settled upon, there were left the names of 
four men to be discussed. These were Palmer 
and Morrison, of Lilinois; Justice Field, of Call- 
fornia: and „ of Indiana. 

The geperal drift of feeling regarding ex- 
Gov. Palmer was, that, while be is a man of 
irre chable character. the highest and best, 
motive, and at present thoroughly identical with’ 
the party. he is nota Democratic veteran, and 
it was thoroughly settled. that no man within 
the party who cannot show a continuously per- 
fect record.as a Democrat, and whose entire 
antecedents are not Democraic, could be se- 
riously considered. 

The name of Morrison was dwelt upon before 
the couference at considerable length; 
while it was coneeded that he possessed many 
sterling qualities fer a standard-bearer 
of the party, it wus at last concluded 
that his dictatorial brusqueness and in- 
harmonious methods with the National 
managers of tne Democratic party made it 
1 ssible tor the selection to rest upon bim. 
His great ability, however, was fully recognized; 
and it was agreed upon that his candidacy tor 
the Speakership of the House should be strongly 
urged, as it was generally conceded that Kandall 
was no longer an availabie candidate. 

Rerarding Judge Field, that gentleman was 
most favorably considered ; but bis present 
sition on the Supreme Bench, from which 
would be necessary for bim to retire, seemed aa 
insurmountable obstacie. 

Finally, when the name of McDonald came be- 
fore the conference for discussion, there seemed 
to be aspontaneous and unanimous aceord upon 
his fitness. Indeed, this reached a de bor- 
dering upou enthusiasm. The record of “ Old 
Su ddlebags was thoroughly dweit upon, and 
the different. members of the conference dis- 
cussed the same in all its bearings: his record 
upon the money question; his consistent, 
honorabie, and patriotic course during 
the War: his earnest and able support 
of all wise measures of reconstruc- 
tion: his well-known candid, manly, and fear- 
less position upon the tariff question; and the 
fact that at ali times, ou all measures affecting 
the good. not only of the Democratic party, but 
og the whole country, be had proven bimsetf not 
only a Democrat of life-long constancy, but a 
statesman of safe, conservative, and’ patriotic 
mothods, 

Another matter of considerable importance 
and interest was also informally discussed. This 
was in connecuon with the name of Col. Vilas, 
of Wisconsin; and it was generally conceded 
that, if this brilliant orator and abie man made 
the race for Governor of Wiscousin next fall, as 
it is believed he will, securi an election, as 
would certainly result, he would lead the Wis- 
consin delegation to the next Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, and take the second place on 
the Presidential ticket so surely as be did so.

Foreign Demand for American Grain. 
New York Times, Dec. 4 

With sterling exchange hovering’ about the 
gold importing point, any intelligence regarding 
the probable outward movement of our leading 
Staples assumes exceptional interest for the en- 
tire commercial! world. The belief that our 
large crops.of grain would weet with scant de- 
mand owing to abundant production through- 
out the world bas already been revised, but re- 
cent statistics pubjished by the Bulletin des 
Halles give exactness to the probabie require- 
ments. France, it appears, needs to import 
2.750.000 quarters of wheat. England must bave 
14,750,000 quarters, and other countries raise the 
total imports required to 27,500,000 quarters, or 
about 219,000,000 bushels. Against this deficien- 
cy the export surplus of the seven countries 
producing more than they need is set down at 
36,500,000 quarters, or about 292,000,000 busbels. 
And there are indications that this fis an 
understatement of the world’s needs. Germady, 
for instance, is short half an average potato 
crop, or about 12,500,000 tons. It will require 
several times that weight of grain to make good 
this deficiency above the usual German require- 
ments, and at the present price of corn wheat is 
likely to be preferred. Holland also had a poor 
crop of potatoes. Indeed the summer’s root 
crops in general throughout Europe were bad. 
Moreover 4 famine is feared in the West of Ire- 
land, according to the cabie. A better apprecia- 
tion of such facts as these is doubtiess the ex- 
planation of the relative stronger tone of 
foreign pgices. The burden of supplying tnese 
wants must fall chiefly on this country. fp ond 
India exports are so small as to induce the be- 
lief that its surplus has already been exported. 
The Kassian ports are fast closing with ice, and 
the Australian shipments bave practically 
stopped. As yet there are slight indications of 
the expected increased movement of grain due to 
the cheap rates resulting trom the war among 
the railways of the Northwest. The receipts of 
wheat ut the primary receiving points were 
uctuaily under the vious week, and as the 
exports were considerable the net resuit was a 
decrease in the visible supply by 93,172 bushels 
to 20,118,542, against, in 188, 19.816.281. But re- 
ceipts of corn increased by on- half over the 
previous week, and the visibie supply increased 
by 282,623 bushels, to 4,679,511, against 20,634,060 
in 1881, And yet, with the r fe small and 
the Liverpool price so bigh, the Chicago markets 
have been weak on the expected abundant ar- 
rivals of the new crop. The statistical posi- 
tion of the cora crop this year is about as re- 
markabie as.for last year’s cotton. crop. This 
vear's cotton continues to be exported ina 
satiefactory quantities. Last 
bales went out, against only 81,240°in 1881.

To this must be added 
the yearly appropriation for subsistence, which 
averages about five millions a year. ; 

It is useless to attempt the civilization of the 
Indian through the agency of schools, unless a 
large number of children, certainly not less 
than one-half the total number, can have the 
benefit of such schools, and evén then it is not 
wise to depend wholly on that agency. The 
children on returning to their homes should 
bave some encouragement and support. 

Farmers and herders should be sent to the 
reservation to instruct the adults in agriculture 
and stock-raising. The Government should 
furnish stock cattle to berders, and farm-stock 
and implements to the farmer; not in such num- 


ber and quantities that the Indians will feel. 


that he is dependent on the Government, but as 
aids to his own efforts. On some reservations 
stock - raising ought to be the priucipal ſudustry, 
while on others, less suitable for that purpose, 
the luddtau should be taught to turn his atten- 
tion towards agricultural pursuits. Care should

GENERAL LAND OFFICE. 


‘es The Commissioner of the General Land-Office 


shows a large increase in the disposal of the 
public land for 1882 over that for 1881, as follows:

BUREAU OF EDUCATION. 

The most important proposition with refer- 
ence to elemeutary education now before the 
American people is the appeal for National 
aid. The necessity for immediate relief is 
urged upon Congress by ate Legislatures and 
Governors, by municipal o rs, by school offi- 
cers of States and counties, and by religious 
and benevolest associations that ve con- 


tributed men and money without stint to the | 


cause which they advocate. The Commissioner 
urges the prompt action of Congress in such 
way as the wisdom of that body may devise. 

I wish to emphasize the mmendation of 
the Commissioner as to the propriety and neces- 
sity of speedy temporary uid by the 4 
Government to education. I believe that it is 
the primary duty of States to supply free public. 
schools for the children in their borders, and 
and much should be sacrificed and endured by 
these communities for this purpose; but [ know 
that circumstances often render the bn 
formance of this duty impossible, and I 
am now, as heretotore, an advocate of the 
doctrine that the Nation has duties to perform 
in this regard as well as powers to execute. The 
local sentiment in favor of education is so strong 
that the action required from tne Geaeral Gov- 
erument js simply to make and disburse suitabie 
appropriations so as to encourage and stimulate 
the States that are least able to carry ou the 
work for themselves. It seems reasonable and 
generally agreed upon that such moneys should 
be apportioned on the amount of illiteracy as 
shown in the last Federal census, and that it 
should continue for some years,so that the 
children now growing up without any opportu- 
nity for school privileges may be supplied be- 
fore passing beyond their non-age into ignorant 
manbood and womanh

IRON AND STEEL. 


Chicago Manufacturers on the Proposed 
Tarif Beductions—Interview with 
President Jarrett. 

That section of the report of the Tariff Com- 
missioners, published in THe Tripcune of yes- 
terday, relating to iron and steet was read with 
interest by the Chicago manufacturers engaged 
in those branches of industry. Vice-President 
Griffin, of the Caion Iron & Steel Company, said 
that he had not had time to examine the pub- 
lished abstract carefully, but from the attention 
he bad been able to give it he was not inclined 
to indorse it. Mr. Griffin added: All the pro- 
tection we want is enough to protect us against 
the wretchedly-cheap labor of the old country. 
We cannot drag our workingmen down to a 
level with foreign laborers in the matter 
of wages. 1 have been making a caiculation 
lately, and I find that in one department of our 
manufacture we pay 310.50 where, in England. 
the same work only costs tue manufacturer 
$3.50. In other words, in this country we pay 
the laborer, while in the old country tne polly 
is one of starvation payment. But I thi the 
present depression is only temporary. Iam not 
yet prepared to take agioomy view of things.” 

Charies D. Rhodes, of the Calumet iron and 
Stee! — 1 said: 1 regard the present 
depression in iron and steel as i 

THE RESULT OF OVERPRODUCTION. 

“This section of the report.“ continued Mr. 

Rhodes, reading from Tue Trisune, “I heartily 

agree with: 

* * There is every reason to believe that, if it 
had not been for American competition, the 
consumers during the last ten years would have 
puid prices: proportionately as high as those 
paid for foreign steel rails before the im tion 
of the preseut duty of #25 per ton. it might 
huve been to the manufacturers’ interest, con- 
sidering the present condition of this industry, 
if during the last half of that period the duty 
had not been so highly protective. This would 
have allowed the abnormal demand during the 
early part of the year 1880 to have been supplied 
by England and the Continent, and Would bave 
raised prices abroad, prevented the rapid doub- 
ling of the capacity of the works in this coun- 
try. and avoided tne fluctuanon within a period 
of six months of the price of steel rails from 

) to $380 per ton.’ 

“The reduction on pig-iron is v slight. 
The presegt tariff is $7 per ton. The Tarif Com- 
missioners think that $6.72 is nearer right. They 
also propose to imposea uniform rate, and in- 
clude both pig and scrap iron. I have no objec- 
tioa to that except on the general principle that 
Iam opposed to any reduction. I think the re- 
duction they recommend on steei is too great. 
The effect is, in my opinion, toinjure the iaborer 
more than the capitalist. Ferun however, a 
general readjustment should made—t 
farmer to take less fur his wheat and everybody 
receive less. This might create temporary 
disaster but be better in the final outcome.“

TWO VERY WICKED BOYS. 


Bemarkablie Brutality Developed in the 
Heart of Massachusetts.
